J HEREAS  it  has  been  found  necessary  and  ex- 
pedient to  repeal  Clauses  43,  44  and  45  of  the 
Health  By-Law  of  the  City  of  Vancouver,  passed  on 
the  7th  day  of  March,  1887,  intituled  a By-Law  to 
provide  for  the  “ Public  Health  of  the  City,”  and  to 
substitute  therefor  Clauses  43a  to  59a,  inclusive,  and 
also  to  amend  the  said  By-Law  by  adding  Clauses  685 
to  70 b,  inclusive. 

Therefore  the  Mayor  and  Council  of  the  City  of

Every  privy,  vault  or  cess-pool,  if  connected 
with  a public  sewer,  shall  be  connected  by  a 4 inch 
vitrified  or  cast-iron  pipe,  such  pipe  to  leave  the  privy, 
vault  or  cess-pool  at  a height  of  not  less  than  two  feet 
above  its  floor,  the  upper  end  of  such  pipe  to  be  pro- 
vided with  a grating  of  £-inch  iron  with  openings  of 
not  more  than  one  inch  in  width  securely  fastened 
into  the  wall,  each  seat  to  be  provided  with  a pan  and 
drop  pipe  reaching  three  inches  lower  than  the  level  of 
the  outlet  pipe,  and  a ventilator  reaching  above  the 
roof. 

44a.  Any  person  desirous  of  connecting  a water- 
closet  with  the  public  sewer  shall  give  48  hours’  notice
